ed. The big grocery and produce 
housos are also practically doinj; 
lag because they cannot tiet pegi->i 
drlTen to rtak their lives.

New Orleans,. July 26.— After being 

in the handK of lawless mohs fir sev- 
eral hours Willi lliu police ai)i).ire!itly 
powerless to maintain order, New Or- 
leans at daybrealc again aasumed a 
peaceable and orderly condition and 
the violence haa apparently ceased. 

The last disturbance occurred about 
B a. m., when a white bakei who.- 
name is unknown, was shot in the leg 
while a crorard of rioters were chasing 
a gang of ncgroi's. 

The mayof, the police and citizen 
are arranging to take precaution^! 
•gainst a recurrence of tae night's 
scenes of disorder. The mob waa com- 
posed uf boys and hoodlnms and was 
without a leader. 

The rlot'ing grew out of the int^se 
feeling engendered by the murder of 
Captain Day and Patrolman Lamb and 
the wounding of Officer Mora by the 
colored desperado, Robert Charles 
Monday. 

' The occurrences of the night are 
greatly deplored by the best elements 
e( the community. They re[>reoented 
in np sense on uprising of an outraged 
oommunlty against wrong. One man 
waa killed, three others ml\l die a|>d 
15 were wounded.

A delegations of citizens went to the 
city hall and asked the mayor either 
to call out a po.ise of citijens or ap- 
peal to the governor to order out the 
nllltia. Hl» honor decided Immedi- 
' ately to prepare a proclamation call- 
ing for SOO volunteer citizens to assist 
the police In preserving order. 

After the mobs got bt irted the ne- 
groes became terrorised and took 
■belter In their homes and outhou«e» 
of white people wh.i protJ'cied theni, 
■0 it was only the uooiupejUiig and 
tpoftenaive negroes who were the vie-' 
Uqs.

erlng of n;en it the [,ee statue, corner 
of St. Charles i venue and Howard 
Street, ^eing o;'dered to disperse, the 
erowd moved up St. Charles street, 
gafherinfT fence a.<s it moved and gr:ulu 
ally becoming inflamed to the point 
Of deflpf>ralion. 

It was not until after they had 
■topped In Morris Square on Washing 
ton avenue and F-'rrinklin street, near 
the scene of the a.ssas.sinatlon of Cap- 
tain Day and Officer Lamb that they 
listened to a speech from a man hali 
lag from Kenner, and then started out 

to waylay the negroes. 

Most of the colored population had 
taken warning from the excitement of 
the night before and kept in doors 
but there were some returning to their 
homes from work and it waa one of 
theee who waa the Ir.tt victim. He 
wa.s lu a crowded Ht^ury ("lay :iv>aue 
car near the square sjid when the mob 
■aw him thejr ruahed for the ear awl 
dragging him out, firing one shot in 
the car. He turned out to be Alex 
Ruffln, a I'ullniHn car portor, and IM 
was badly used up. 

He was cut and shot and beaten over 
ine head. There wa.s another neg o 
with h\jji In the car who hid under the 
ne^it and after the car h;id staned the,> 
discovered him but they could nui 
catch it. 

J. Cluny the conductor of a Peters 
avenue car was shot in the foot on 
I'raiiklin street and the car riddled 
with buUeits. F. U. Davis the motor- 
man on the same ear also shot in 
the foot. 

Frank Shepiierd a white man wiio 
was in th • ( lowd got a bullet through 
hie right arm. , 
Coming down to Jackson ovenue, 

they met T. P. 55aunders, the coloi' 
porter of Post & Bowles' In.siir.u)i:e 
agency, lie had he.ird thb indi < riiiii- 
nate sbuotiug uud stepped out of his 
gate to see what it was about. They 
BUibbed him and shot him i:i the ne* ii 
and back and took hi.> v. itrli aw;iy 
from him. They Icii him for de:td. 

The main crowd continued on doAu 
town, heading for the parish prison. 

They were niet a block aw.iy by :i 
SQuad of poMco who stopped tlieiu. 
They then beg;in breaking into the 
second-hand stores on Rampart street 
In that neighborhood, hunting for 
arms and a.iimunition. The police 
scared them off. 

After lingering around Rampart 
street for an hour the mob dlyided, 
one section going down town and the 
other starting back up town. T!ie lat- 
ter crowd started for the new basin iu 
the vicinity of the Illinois Central de* 
pot, as that is a popular rendeivous 
for negroes. Before starting they In- 
duigeil in a little pistol play and 
wounded Oswald McMahon, a 12-year- 
old boy. In the leg. The boy had been 
following the crowd. On the way up 
they went through the Poydrnfl mar- 
ket and found a negro watcliin:in. 
Qeorge Morris, whom they proceeded 
to ehaae through the ouwrloH, ■hooting 
him as he ran. 

The doiwn town mob, however, did, 
terrible execution, and kept up Its 
fiendish work until daybreak. A no- 
toriou* obaraoter took the lead and 
headed for a negro neighborhood. 

They found no negroes and were go- 
ing down Villeree street toward some 
negro hovels, when they saw a negro 
In a crowdfd Villeree ear. They halt- 
ed the car, pulled the trolley oit, or- 
dered ahout 20 pu.sseugers out and then 
murdered the black, lie was dragged 
out and filled with lead, being inAant- 
ly kllle^. He waa evidently a laborer. 
Hia name is not known. 



Abeat now Trust. 

New York, July 26.— At a meeting of 

the reorganization committee of the 
United States Flour Milling company, 
the plan for tho rehablUtatlon of the 
company waa amended }fk javpral im- 
portant particulan, afffeetlng princi- 
pally the amount of Lssue and appli- 
cation of the newly-created securities. 
The cfkpitaUsatlon of the company un- 
der the amended plan has been reduc- 
ed from )28,000,000 to $17,250,000. ThUi 
has been effected by redut-ing the au- 
thorized issue of first mortgage five 
per cent gold bonds. It la said that 
the amended plan will reduce the 
fixed charges, including the ninklng 
fund of $4r),000 annually to |355,100, 
Instead of $450,810, a saving in this 
item of #75,100 annually.

Washington, July 20. — Nu'^iih 
standing sign.s of activity, the .■.i:iic 
department had noihing of iuteiest 
touching the Chinese situation. The 
navy department sent ovi ;■ a copy of 
the dispatch received fum Aci.nirai 
Reniey makiii;; Hoitie eh .ngcs iu llie 
marine body, and Minioter Wu came 
down asking for half an hour with 
Acting Secretary HtlK, but he.dc l ir< 1 
that he had nothing from home, 
though he was cduli.ient of important 
developments in the immediate future. 

The Imperial edict promulgated by 
Viceroy Tak at Canton, h.is left a dis- 
apreeaide iiiipi-ession here. De.splto 
Ihe Chinese minister's view to the con- 
trary, this eUict is looked upon as sus- 
piclou.sly like a preliminary to a form- 
al declaration oi war, and as only try 
ina to secare time to 'lut tlie Chine.■^e 
forces into .( better position for the de- 
fense against the Internationals. 

The notice that came to the state de- 
partment tint Korea is free of the 
Boxer agitation wa^i well received. It 
is believed that Russia will thus be en- 
abled to spare many more Chine e 
troops from her Siberian army for th" 
Ude in the international cjlumn. 

In his couierence with the Chinese 
minister. Acting Secretary Hill said 
the minister had received no commu- 
nicationa from China and had no in- 
fonnation to depart. The state de- 
partment had no information of any 
kind from Its officers in China and the 
conference between the minister and 
secretary was simply an Interchange 
of courtesies. The Chinese minister 
expres.sed to .Seereta.ry Hill his con- 
tinued hope that the ministers in Pe- 
king were still safe and said he be- 
lieved that he wotild soon be able to 
deliver to the dcpntiiiciit a mes.-aK'' 
from Minister Conger which would 
make that hope certain. 

Mipr><iiie Leader Needed. 
London, July 26.— While the latest 
impression derived from the array of 
eonfiictlng telegrams fiom the far ea.-t 
is that a portion of the foreign colony 
at Peking may have escaped slaughter, 
until a recent date, the general con- 
census of the best infomed opinion of 
Europe seem."* to continue to favor the 
acceptance of the worst news and 
prompt action thereon, the contention 
being that the only poesiblllty of de 
finitely asoertalaing the truth Is by 
the allied commanders inquiring :it 
Peking. Judging from the news from 
Tien Tain, however, recording dissen- 
sions among the admixaJs there, the 
prospects for a Rpeedy advance seem 
to be endangered iinle.-<s the govern 
ments speedily agree upon a supreme 
leader. Telegrams from Shanghai re- 
port that Li Hung Chang has taken 
up his abode at the arsenal, as a meas- 
ure of pro;autlon. It is not stated 
whether he feared attack by Chinese 
or attempts of the powers to curtail 
his liberties. Apparently, the foreign 
consuls at Shanghai have informed the 
viceroy unless he obtained definite dis- 
patches from Peking within Ave days, 
they would conclude the ministers had 
been murdered and act accordingly.

Wajihlngton, ,Iuly 26.~Ye, the Kor- 
ean charge here, took to the state de- 
partment a dispatch from his govern- 
ment, denying positively the publiahed 
stories that the Boxer movement had 
extended to Korea, or thai any Chi* 
aese Boxers had crossed the Korean 
firoatier. 



Violated Autl-Trust Law. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., July 26.— Judge 
C. D. Clark, of the United States dis- 
trict court for the eastern district of 
Tenneesee, has made an order which 
dlspo«e« of tho ca.sea against six large 
companies under indictment for viola- 
tion of the aatl'lTust law.
